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THE VALUE NOT ALWAYS SEEN OF 
SCIENTIFIC STUDIFS 

The visit of Ferdinand Ellerman, a disttngutshed 
astronomer, has aroused a keener interest in the sub- 
ject and has led to the qwestion: “What does astrono: 
my profit the world!” 

Students of astronemy will assert and aie 
that ‘its followers gain an intellectual practice not to 
he found in any other subject and that this alone | 
justifics the cost and effort. What, we have been 
asked, will be the merchantable product of an obscr- 
vatory that will cost millions of dollars and enlist nu- 
merous highly paid attendants ? 

That query too may be answered concretely. It 
is probably impossible :o arrive at anything closer 
than a rough guess at the total cost of astronomy. 
But it could have been very much more than it has’ 
been and still show a profit. For astronomy, first and | 
always has been the hand on the shoulder of com- ! 
merce. Without it the world would still be trading 
in small coastwise vessels, incapable of plunging into 
the vastnesses of the occans and out of sight of land. 
Without astronomical precision the surveyor would 
be dependent upon very uncertain markings for his | 
points of departure. Land limits and even values | 
would be chaotic and disturbed. | 

Either navigation or surveying could write off the | 
total cost of astronomy and find a margin well profit - | 
ing the indulge nce mm “‘star-gazing. 

But there is much more that can be placed on| 
the profit side of the astronomical ledger. Many af 
the devices with which humankind quickens its talke 
entertains itself after hours of work and makcs safer 
its transportation are duc to the by-products develop- 
ed: by science from hints first thrown out by star 
students. The helium that fills the dirigible and 
the iron stream that carries the radio and telephonic 
voices are the gift to industry and life in general of 
the intent watcher at the eye-ends of tclescopes. Prac- 
tical metallurgy owes a debt to the man who correlat- 
ed the facts of spectroscopy on earth and in the skies. 

If astronomy had done none of these things but | 

| 


had become a matter of gencral interest to the world’s 
proudest persons, it would have contributed to thought 
enough to repay its cost. We do not know a mind 
which could not contemplate the sizes, the weights 
and the precision of movement of the heavenly 
bodies without trimming down self-esteem to a mod- 
erate and personable pride. Astronomy, which looks 
both at the most stupenduously large and the most 
amazingly small aspects of the material universe 
comes nearcr presenting mankind wich a true concep 
tion of the God-head than theology with its abstrac- 
tions piled upon its dogmatic controversics.
